Omana, Neb., Nov. 22.-—-[Special.}|—The 
night of Nov. 5, 1881, Col. Watson B. Smith, 
United States District Clerk, was shot and 
killed at the door of his office in the Federal 
Building in this city. No witness who would 
afterwards speak saw the tragedy, and the 
exact manner of his death, whether by mur- 
der, accident, or suicide, has until this day re- 
mained a mystery. Circumstances rather 
favored the iatter theory, for at his side, with 
one chamber empty, ley Smith’s own revoiver, 
a weapon carrying a ball of the same 
calibre as that whieh bad pierced 
his brain. But against this evidence 
of self-destruction was the murderous range 
of the bullet, which had entered the back of 
the bead. The assumption of accident 
was cried down and has never been en- 
tertained. Contemporaneous events and the 
attitude in which Col. Smith stood before the 
public strengthened the theory of murder. 
The high-license liquor law taxing the saloon- | 
ists $1,000 per year was just being advocated, 
and Col. Smith, ever a temperance man, 
was the strongest and most influential advocate 
of the measure in Omaha. By plots of every de- 
visable character the saloon-men throughout 
the State were trying to defeat the prospective 
law. Col. Smith was approacbed by bribes and 
arguments, to neither of which be yielded, and 
persuasion then began coming to him in men- 
acing and defamatory letters until his friends 
compelied bim to arm himself. His death was 
greetei in this city with tremendous indiana 
ton and the excitement was pitched to fr 4 i 
Public meetings were heid, fabulous rewards 
were offered for the apprebension of the mur- ROBBING.

The exposure of his con- 
fession is made pending the investigations of 
the grand jury, which has adjourned until 
Dec. 15 witbout action in the matter and satis- 
fied of its secrecy. : 
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to Omaha in 1879, and was occupied as a hotel- 
runner, skin-gambler, and general deadbeat 
up to the time of his sentence. His unruly 
conduct at the penitentiary has lost him his 
good time, and be is safely in for several 
months to come. During the first year of his 
imprisonment he was morose, frequently ugly, 
and had no associations with any of his fellow- 
prisoners. Along in 1883, however, be took a 
friendly liking to a convict in his gang named 
Frank Sutton, sentenced from Washington 
County for burglary. To this man Pierson, in 
installments, confessed, under pledge of secre- 
cy, the murder of Col. Smith. 
THE STORY TOLD BY PIERSON. 

The story that Pierson told was that Jack 
Nugent, then proprietor of the Buckingham 
Variety Theatre, had come to him while he 
(Pierson) was intoxicated, Nov. 4, 1881, and 
offered him $300 to kill Watson B. Smith, who, 
Nugent said, was fighting the whisky-sellers 
and trying to drive them out of town. After 
some misgivings Pierson consented, took the 
money and Nugent’s revolver, and, it being 
then between 8 and 9 in the evening, started 
leisurely for the post-office building, where 
was the office of his intended victim. Loiter- 
ing on his way, the murderer finally arrived at 
his destination between 10 and II o'clock. 
He ascended the stairs unmolested, and near 
the door of Smith’s room waited for him to 
emerge. A few minutes before II the door 
opensd and Smith came out. He had just 
stepped across the threshold when Pierson 
fired the fatal shot, hitting him in the head. 
As no sounds of other people were beard, the 
murderer conceived himself free from detec- 
tion, and, after assuring bimself of the death 
of his victim, went through his pockets in 
search of money, but found none. He did 
find a bunch of keys and arevolver. The 
keys he fixed in the keyhole of 
the door of Smith's office, and the revolver, 
after firing one shot from it, he placed on the 
fioor near the dead man’s band. He then left 
the building, wandered about town a time, and 
finally went to the house of Anna Henry, a 
loose woman, with whom he lived and to 
whom that night he confessed the crime. 

Such was the confession which Pierson made 
to Sutton, and which Sutton faithfully impart-

THE “CLIPPER” MAN'S VIEWS. 

The New York Times prints this morning the 
follow dispatch from Mr. Benjamin Garno 
of the New York Clipper, who has been in Chi- 
cago since the beginning of the tournament: 

Ia two respects the tournament that all 
last week commanded the attention of billiard 
devotees here and elsewhere was a six days’ 
wonder. The quality of the attendance on any 
one night has never been surpassed by that 
ot any one night in any tournament that has 
been heid since—in 1860—competitions of this 
kind were’ first instituted. No other tourna- 
ment has ever come anywhere near approath- 
ing the quality of the audiences that, con- 
tinuously, night after night without interrup- 
tion, honored this one.

New York, Nov. 22.—|Special.}—Tho Times’ 
financial article says that business continues 
good in Wall street. The transactions of the 
last week have averaged about 700, 000 shares 
per day.

evidently expected, when he took a hand in, 
that he would be able to badger or bluff the 
witness sufficiently to upset the damaging 
evidence which has been taken as to the 
manner in which the Commissioners have 
turned the asylum into acommon pothouse. 
Dr. Clevenger was very explicit in his state- 
ments and furnished the following informa- 
tion for the public: 

1. That he had seen Van Pelt himself so 
drunk that he could not navigate on sev- 
eral occasions; that he hid seen him at 
dances and orgies in the asylum, and that he 


had brought loud-mouthed, vituperative, 


slangy, and vulgar women out there. 

2. That he had seen Commissioner Ochs in 
** a very hilarious condition.“ 

3. That he had seen Commissioner Was- 

serman associating with disreputable women 
in dances. 
4. That he had seen Commissioner Han- 
nigan drunk in the grounds, in the halls 
and wards, in the basement, in the drug- 
room, and in his (Clevenger’s) office.” If 
this testimony be true Commissioner Hanni- 
gan seems to have been drunk all over the 
asylum. 

If these statements are true every one of 
these Commissioners deserves to make his 
exit from Chicago on a rail. To the horri- 
ble and brutal manner in which the attend- 
ants “have treated the unfortunate patients 
and turned the Insane Asylum into a black- 
hole of torture these Commissioners, accord- 
ing to the testimony of physicians in attend- 
ance, have added the disgrace of turning it 
into a pothouse and brothel for the gratifica- 
tion of their low, vicious desires. They have 
managed it as they d—n please” so far 
as the patients are concerned, and they have 
used it for their vile purposes so far as they 
themselves are concerned. And now, so far 
as the public is concerned, it would like to 
see this infamous gang exemplarily punished 
for their offenses against common decency. 
If there is no way of reaching them by law 
they ought at least to be prevented from ever 
again having to do with the management of 
a public institution and to be pilloried in the 
public scorn. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

The stock market gave more evidence 
Saturday of being on the verge of the great 
break which so many people have been pre- 
dicting than at any previous time since the 
upward movement began. It is true that 
there have been frequent reactions in the list 
before, and those who took them for the 
beginning of an important downward turn 
have been deceived; but there has never 
been a period in the bull market of 1885 
when stocks were in such weak hands as 
now. There is no buying element so strong 
as the crowd of miscellaneous persons who 
rush to the brokers’ offices during a popular 
bull movement. They overpower every- 
thing in thelr way and put the old 
scientific speculators toconfusion. But when 
they get loaded up and their buying begins to 
flag they are of all classes ot men the easiest 
to stampede. The market has for some days 
indicated that their energy was giving out, 
and Saturday a few speculative tricks, along 
with menaces of trouble among the trunk 
lines, startled them into large selling. The 
promise of full concord among the principal 
roads between New York and the West has 
been one of the mainstays of the market; but 
the refusal of the Baltimore & Ohio to sign 
the compact except conditionally was a 
source of weakness, and the report that that 
company is going to build to New York was 
a heavy blow. We are nearing the date 
when Congress will assemble, and that fact 
is a source of anxiety. When all the luflu- 
ences unfavorable to the list areavailable for 
the purposes of the bears they will of course 
be on hand to make the most of them. The 
old crowd—Cammack, Woerishoeffer, et al. 
—have been dimly visible on the horizon of 
the bulls for some weeks, and they seem now 
to be forming for an attack. 

But it the bears think they are going to 
have as much amusement at other people's 
expense as they had for two or three years 
previous to last summer they will wake up 
some morning to find that there has been a 
mistake in their calculations. The creat 
forces of commerce are not moving their way. 
They cannot create that depressing atmos- 
phere which dulled and discouraged business 
enterprise in this country for three or four 
years, which stopped mills, withered away 
incomes, and filled the bankruptcy courts. 
Powerful as they have seemed in past years, 
they do not make the laws of trade and they 
cannot turn back the steady tide of prosperi- 
ty. If they get a little advantage in the stock 
market they will set their news bureaus at 
work and try to create a general feeling of 
distrust. But let nobody be scared—they 
will only stir up froth in the stock market. 
Business continues to bear the reaction 
from the first autumn activity in such a way 
as to indicate great strength. ‘The record of 
failures is unexpectedly favorable. The 
statisticians had looked for a longer list this 
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well, and the market there shows considera- 
ble strength. But there is still much idle 
capital all over the world, and borrowers 
may look for favorable terms for an indefinit 
period. 


100 MUCH BALLOT-BOXING IN IOWA. 

The Constitution of Iowa provides an in- 
genious plan for holding general elections 
every year and allowing the people no rest 
from political campaigning. 


that half the State officers should be elected 
one year and the remainder the next, thus 
insuring a general ballot-boxing throughout 
the Commonwealth every fall. In order that 
the occasion should be enlivened with local 
struggles and controversies the same system 
was provided for the election of county offi- 
cers, and as both classes of officials hold for 
only two years Iowa is afflicted with a gen- 
eral State and county election every fall. 

The annual election plan is peculiarly un- 
suited to an agricultural State, where the 
farmers have to travel a considerable distance 
and lose much time in order to attend cau- 
cuses and conventions or cast their ballots at 
the polls. During the spring and summer 
there is an ante-convention campaign on 
hand, and after the nominations are made the 
regular canvass begins and continues through 
the fall until the general election in Novem- 
ber. Since the adoption of the amendment 
abolishing the October election the State has 
only a few months of political rest and quiet 
during the winter; but as the Legislature 
holds biennial sessions, ning in Janu- 
ary, and the Prohibitionists claim all seasons 
for their own, the people actually enjoy very 
little political repose. The people of Iowa 
have become tired of the incessant election- 
eering and ballot-boxing, and it is very dif- 
ficult to get out a full vote except in Presi- 
dential years. 

Illinois formerly had elections nearly as 
frequent as Iowa, but since the adoption of 
the present Constitution there is no general 
election throughout the State except once in 
two years. The change has been a decided 
relief to the people, and gives universal 
satisfaction. It would no doubt work equally 
well in Iowa. The taxpayers would be 
glad to lop off half the heavy expenses con- 
nected with holding general elections every 
year, and the change could be fully justified 
on the score of economy alone. Even or- 
dinary State campaigns are more or less in- 
jurious to business and consume time 
and money that might be used with 
greater profit in other directions. 
The indirect expenses resulting from 
a general State campaign and electién are 
probably double the amount which is directly 
paid in the shape of taxes and used in meet- 
ing the cost of running the polis. Aside 
from the reduced taxes gained by a change 
to the biennial system ot elections, the people 
would get rid of the incessant electioneering 
that now prevails, and, instead of being sick- 
ened and disgusted with overdoses of poli- 
tics, they would be prepared to cast a full 
and authoritative vote when important ques- 
tions were submitted. The present election 
system in Iowa dates back to 1857; it is an- 
tiquated and worn out, and no doubt the peo- 
ple would be glad to exchange it for the 
biennial method, thereby cutting down taxes 
and securing a rest from the annual ballot- 
boxing. 


KANSAS SUFFERING FROM DROUTH. 

For a thriving State with over a million 
people and vast agricultural resources Kan- 
sas makes strangely frequent appeals to the 
sympathy and commiseration of the world. 
At the outset of her history the story of 
Bleeding Kansas” and the wrongs endured 
at the hands of the border rufflans awoke 
nniversal sympathy throughout the North, 
and, indeed, in the most distant civilized 
countries. Released at last from the grasp 
of the pro-slavery ruffians, Kansas was free 
to proceed in the spirit of the motto embla- 
zoned on her official coat of arms — Through 
Trials to Glory.” But while much has been 
achieved the people continue to suffer in 
their skyward career. The drouth and the 
grasshopper plague afew years ago were 
simply episodes that soon passed away and 
may not return again for generations. The 
soil produces well, and the labors of the 
farmers are well rewarded, but still the fa- 
miliar story of suffering in Kansas is re- 
peated. 

As shown by Senator Sutton’s last letter, 
there is at present an extraordinary preva- 
lence in Kansas of maladies requiring alco- 
holic treatment. Fortunately Kansas is not 
in this Instance compelled to appeal to the 
outside world for help, and her domestic 
drug-stores supply the means of relief freely, 
although not without price. At a recent 
session of the Legislature the lawmakers, 
foreseeing just such a contingency as has now 
arisen, modified the stringent Prohibitory 
law so that liquor might be sold by druggists 
for medicinal purposes on the written or 
printed statement of the apovlicant,” and ac- 
cordingly a physician’s prescription is no 
longer required. This brings the law of 
Kansas in harmony with that of lowa, where 
the liberty-loving Supreme Court has held 
that no man is compelled to gage his medical 
treatment according to the theories of any 
doctor or school of doctors, but in the exer- 
cise of an inherent right may diagnose his 
own malady and prescribe for it himself. 

Evidently the people of Kansas are losing 
faith in the doctors. All those afflicted with 


w relieve mental or emotional troubles, 
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These important victories are due 
on the one hand to the tactical errors made 
by the Servian King in dividing his superior 
force and it to attack in detail, and 
on the other to the skiliful generalship of 
the German Prinee Alexander, assisted by 
his brother, Prince Francis Joseph, and 
other ex-German officers. It is also to be 
taken into account that Bulgaria was an in- 
vaded territory and that the Bulgarians 
would naturally fight with more desperation 
in defense of their own country than the 
aggressors who were seeking to despoil it. 

The change in the tide of war comes at an 
opportune time. The great Powers seem dis- 
posed to stop the hostilities, which would 
allow the Bulgarians to retire with the 
prestige of victory and would increase the 
discontent with King Milan at home. Mean- 
while Prince Alexander has made a formal 
submission to the Sultan and restored the 
status quo ante, which means the restoration 
of Roumelia to the Porte, pending the de- 
cisions of the Balkan Conference. If the 
Servians continue ‘hostilities, therefore, and 
Turkey goes to Alexander’s defense against 
them, as she has promised to do, how are 
Austria and Russia to keep out of the fight ? 
Russia’s anger with Alexander was not be- 
cause he had effected the union of the two 
provinces, but because he had sprung it be- 
fore she was ready, If Turkey should take 
action, however, and occupy Roumelia, it 
will be difficult for Russia to keep hands off. 
The problem now therefore seems to depend 
upon Turkey’s movements rather than upon 
those of Servia and Bulgaria. There is a 
good deal of inflammable material set off in 
the Balkan region, and there is a fair pros- 
pect that Austria and Russia may yet become 
involved in it before it is extinguished.

The rural constituencies, in which 
the majority of the newly-enfranchised elect- 
ors are included, will not be called to give 
their verdict until after that of the cities and 
towns has been recorded. 
TO FOLLOW THE CROWD. 

If the elections of this week result in consid- 
erable gains for ove party or the other it will 
be a tolerably safe calculation that the election 
of next week will not diminish the advantage 
of the successful party. There is a deep-rooted 
instinct in human nature in favor of shouting 
with the largest crowd. By this instinct the 
2,000,000 new citizens may very probably be 


guided. 
HOPEFUL, NOT CONFIDENT. 

I visited the headquarters of both parties 
yesterday. Not even the church party kept 
Sunday away from politics, and I found within 
tneir precincts a fog of prediction as thick as 
the fog outside about the city streets. Each 
side is hopeful; neither is confident. 

PARNELL AT LIVERPOOL. 

LiverRPoo.t, Nov. 22.—Mr. Parnell, in a 
speech here today, said he indorsed every word 
of the Irish manifesto. The Gladstone Gov- 
ernment, he said, was the author of the Ooer- 
cion Act, a measure that rendered life and lib- 
erty unsafe, and at the moment of their down- 
fall they were contemplating the renewal of 
the worst clauses of that act. The Oonserva- 
tives, on the other hand, had partially restored 
liberty. Every Irishman who voted with the 
Liberals would help to relegate Ireland to 
chains, imprisonment, and death. 

SALISBURY ON THE CHURCH QUESTION. 

The Marquis of Salisbury has written a 
highly important election letter on the church 
question. In it he says that Mr. Gladstone is 
shilly-shallying, and adds, Make the support 
of the church a test question above all others.”

TUBERCULOUS COWS, 


DANGERS THAT MAY FOLLOW THE 
SUMPTION OF THHIR MILK. 

London Lancet: In a report recently ad- 
dressed to the Town Council of Hull, Dr. Ma- 
son, Medical Officer of Health for the borough, 
expresses himself very strongly as to the re- 
suite which may follow on the consumption of 
milk -from tuberculous cows. His attention 
having been drawn to the fact of tuberculosis 
among milch cows he visited a dairy, and hay- 
ing the support of a veterinary surgeon to the 
effect that the disease did actually exist in a 
cow, he gave instructions to the proprietor not 
to sell the milk for food and obtained samples 
of the milk for microscopicai and 
chemical examination; the cow was 
also kept under observation. The 
sputum was found to contain tubercular bacilli, 
and pus cells were visible in the milk. The 
milk, it is stated, was peculiar in containing a 
much larger proportion of fatty matter tnan 16 
contained in healthy milk. The cow was final- 
ly purchased by Dr. Mason for 50 shillings; 
she was in an emaciated condition, and when 
slaughtered tubercies were found. The dura 
mater and lungs were in an advanced condi- 
tion of tuberculogis, as were also the liver and 
some giands. Dr. Mason, having detailed these 
facts, goes on to assert that bovine tuberculo- 
sis is an infectious disease, which can be trans- 
mitted by the iugesuon and inoculation of 
tuberculous matter, and by giving animals the 
flesh and milk of atuberculous beast. Cows 
affected with tuberculosis ara, he alleges, gen- 
eraliy good milxers. The disease, be states, is 
hereditary, and transmissible to the human 
species through the milk and flesh, should these 
articles be uncooked or insufficientiy cooked.

on either hulls or cargoes has ceased to pay. A 
well-known insurance agent, when asked what 


truth there was in the report, said; “I under- 
stand that at least three of the companies now en- 
gaged in the business will close up their lake agen- 
cies this year and confine their marine policies to 
ocean risks. Lake risks have been growing less 
profitable every year, and as there is no indication 
of improvement some companies think it wise to 
drop out altogether. The troubie is that the busi- 
ness is largely overdone. Why, there are twen- 
ty-five first-class companies competing for risks 


that ten good companies could readily handle. 


As a resuit the rates of insurance are lower than 
on any other class of policies in proportion to the 
risk assumed, and the premiums are necessarily 
distributed among so many companies that profits 
are simply out of the question. The companies 
have tried almost every conceivable pian of mak- 
ing money out of lake underwriting, but have in- 
variably failed. Several companies have been 
completely ruined by the business. The hull pool 
this year has been a prodigious failure, so far as 
profits are concerned, but it is simply a repetition 
of similar combinations in former years. There 
was no money made on hull! risks last year, and the 
losses during the season of 1883 were 
almost double the premiums. This year the 
companies expected to establish the busi- 
ness on a more profitable basis. Rates 
on certain classes of risks were greatly 
increased and the lake fleet subjected to a more 
rigid inspection than ever before. Nearly 400 ves- 
sels were put on what is called the black list.“ and 
as many more were given a lower classification and 


valuation. The result, however, has been anything 


but satisfactory, and the net losses already aggre- 
gate something like $200,000. The high tariff pre- 
vented many owners from insuring their boats and 
the earnings were consequently greatly reduced. 
The new system of inspection also proved a farce 
so far as actual results are concerned, and I do not 
believe that an honest classification of vessel prop- 
erty will ever be had so long as the inspectors are 
paid a commission for soliciting policies. 
Why, very men who are employed by the 
unde ters to ascertain and truthfully report 
the condition of vessels are virtually insurance 
brokers. In the spring they overhaul vessels, bore 
their timbers, inspect their rigging, and then as- 
sign the proper classification and value. When 
their work is completed and the hull ter put 
in circulation these same inspectors n solicit- 
licies on which they are allowed a certain 
entage of the premiums. When the time 
comes for placing risks regular insurance agents 
are frequently informed by vessel-owners that 
they pledged their insurance to Captain so and so 
when he inspected their vessels.. Then when the 
inspector calls the owner says: ‘No, I shall not 
give my insurance to ‘you. You dave 
lowered the classification of my vessel from 42 
to Bl, which shuts her out of the grain trade, and 
you have reduced her valuation from $18.000 to 
$15,000.” The inspector does not relish the loss of 
his expected commissions, and in company with 
the owner goes aboard of the vessel. He points 
out several spots in the hull which he says are 
weak. The repairs are made for a few dollars. 
Then the vessel is ‘reinspected’ and restored to 
her former class and valuation. The policies are 
issued and the inspector pockets his commissions. 
A few weeks later, if that vessei strikes a sand-bar 
and goes to pieces in a few hours, the underwriters 
are amazed. But there are many other abuses con- 


| nected with lake underwriting that are as bad or 


even worse than the one l have mentioned, and 
until they are corrected the business cannot be 
profitable.

This unexpected eondition of affairsis a serious 
drawback to the company, as their busy season is at 
hand, and atready there is an accumulation of sev- 
eraljthousand tons of freight.

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- COCOANUTS IN FLORIDA, 


THOUSANDS OF ACRES PLANTED BY ONE 
FIRM-—-FEATURES OF THE INDUSTRY. 


Bank, N. J., isan extensive Florida cocoanut- 
grower. He is a member of the firm of Field 
& Osborne, Ezra Osborne being associated with 
him in the enterprise. To a Tribune reporter 


the other day Mr. Field sad: We are located 
in Dade County, Florida, which is the extreme 
southern end of the peninsula, on the Atlantic 
coast. There, between Capo Florida and Jupiter 
Inlet, we have now about 8,000 acres of land 
which we are devoting to cocoanut-waiks, 
which is the distinctive name applied to these 
plantations. We began our purchase of 
land there about three years ago, buying 
it from the Government at alow price. It be- 
ing ia the Evergiade region, as will be seen by 
a giance at the map, the land has never been 
considered of much value for any purpose, 
whatever it may become by an extensive sys- 
tem of drainage. Here we are upon the shore 
of the sea, a needed requisit in the successful 
growth of the cocoanut palm. The soilis a 
porous coral land. From Cape Florada north 
for a distance of ninety miles, running paral- 
jel with the coast, there are bays, rivers, and 
sounds, disconnected by narrow stripe of land, 
but themseives connected by inlets to the 
ocean, through which the tide ebbs and flows. 
Between these and the ocean is our strip of 
land, which varies in width from twenty rods 
to a little over a mile, being elevated nearest 
the ocean, and sloping gently toward the west. 
“This chain of inland waters receiving the 
iresh water flowing from the Everglades pre- 
vents its leachmg through this strip of land. 
Easterly winds frequently drive the gulif- 
stream waters against the coast beach as far 
north as Lake Worth; these waters being about 
80° Fahrenheit, a tropical climate is produced 
and a fine growth of vegetation is insured. We 
are fanned by the breezes wafted to us from 
the gulf stream, and everything favors rank, 
luxuriant growth. Here during the last two 
years we have planted over 200,000 cocoanuts. 
We take all our heip and impiements from the 
North. The natives there are a wild, lazy, 
shiftiess class, unfit and incapable for work. 
The total population of Dade County in 1880 
was only 257. Our planting is done in winter, 
when I take my family South with me and su- 
perintend the work in person. At other sea- 
sons the trees help themselves and very little 
cultural attention is needed.“

The demand for cocoanuts is now almost 
unlimited. I bave a profitable offer for all I 
can possibly raise in years to come. The nut 
will be used green to a much larger extent 
than now when people know how good it is; 
and the water, which is then clear, and not 
milky as when ripe, will be highly relished as 

a beverage. Why, we eat the nut from the 
shell ab the Bouth. It is soft and rich. Then 
the husk, which is generally thrown away in 
America, is a valuable part which is soon to be 
utilized. Uxperiments to separate the fibre by 
machinery are now in and che device 
is nearly perfected. In addinon to this, there 
is not sufficient land in Florida adapted to the 
growth of the cocoanut to overstock the mar- 
ket if ali was planted to it. Perhaps not over 
he sh npc a rrown there success- 

Me. Field said that a sufficient number of 
cocoanut paims have been growing in South 
Florida for forty years fully to demonstrate 
the certainty of success. And these trees com- 

most tavorably with the most successful 
in other countries, both in quality and quantity 
of product. But not until about six years ago 
was any attention given to this industry in 
that State. About that time a few thousand 
were planted at Lake Worth, a part of which 
are now in bearing. Since then residents of 
Key West have planted several thousand on the 
different keys, which are nearly all composed 
of this coral sand, varying in width from 
ten to a hundred feet; and it is thought 
these keys will soon be devoted entirely to the 
growth of the cocoanut. Messrs. Field & Os- 
borne already have about 80,000 growing on 
Key Biscayne. An advantage which Florida 
possesses over the West India Islands and 
other tropical regions where the cocoanut is 
grown is nearness to the United States market. 
Those who visited the New Orleans Exposition 
saw many fine specimens of the cocoanut 
palm, some of which were twenty or thirty feet

METAL-CUTTING MACHINERY. 

An account is gen of the introduction into 
England by Mme. De Long of her — |’ 
machinery, which has for some time been in 
successful use in France. She bas now, it ap- 
pears, perfected some ingenious machinery, 
worked by steam-power, which cuts with the 
utmost precision the hardest and softest metais 
in any design, so that by it can be produced a 
gold iace-pin or a steel castie-portcullis from 
the solid metal, without any molding or filing. 
This unique industry is divided into four gen- 
eral branches. ‘The first is the production of 
gates, doors, balcony-fronts, and other archi- 
tectural metal-work, without casting—plates 
of brass a foot thick being thus cut into lattice- 
work at a single operation; a second branch is 
the making of lattice-metal work filled in with 
giass, to supersede the ordinary leaden frames

THE CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 
WHAT BISHOP IRELAND HAS TO SAY ABO 
ITS BSTABLISHMENT. 

Bishop John Ireland of St. Paul passed 
through the city Saturday returnmg home 
from the meeting of the committee appointed 
by the recent Pienary Council on the founding 
of the Catholic University at Washington. The 
committee met in Baltimore the llth inst. and 
in Washington the 12th. At the latter piace 


the grounds, which comprise sixty-five acres 
adjacent to the Soldiers’ Home, about three 
miles from the city, were visited. The institu- 
tion was duly incorporated by the following, 
who will also act as its Buard of Directors: 
Archbishops Gibbons, Baltimore; Ryan, Phila- 
delphia; Williams, Boston; Corrigan, New 
York; Bishops Heiss, Milwaukee; Spalding, 
Peoria; Keane, Richmond; Murty, Dakota; 
and Ireland, St. Paul; Mgr. Fariey, New York; 
the Revs. T. Foley, Baltimore; P. L. Chappelle, 
Washington; Messrs. Eugene Kelly, New 
York; Michael Jenkins, Baltimore: Thomas 
Waggeman, Washington; and M. Farren, Phila- 
delphia. : 

Archbishop Williams of Boston was author- 
ized to receive plans for the new b 8 
from the architects until Aprii. The third 
Wednesday of tha. month the directors will 
meet in Boston to select the plans. It is ex- 
pected the work of construction will begin in 
May. and the theological department will be 
opened in the following September. The law 
department will be the next to open. In 
the theological de mt there will be 
eight chairs, which will be filled by, the 
most prominent educaters to be secu in 
Europe and this country. The institution will 
be open to laymen as well as ciergy, and to the 
secular clergy as well as to the members of or- 
ders. In fact, itis intended to have the insti- 
tution of the broadest character throughout, 
and the chairs will be sufficiently endowed 
to relieve its students from the burdens of 
onerous tuition fees. 

Of the university the Pope has expressed his 
intense satisfaction at its establishment, as 
not only begeficial to the Catholic Church, but 
to the Republic ag well. 

It is estimated that $1,000,000 will be required 
to carry out the plans of the Plenary Council, 
and of this amount about $650,000 bas already 
been secured. In January the Catholic churches 
of this city and the Northwest will be solicited 
to subscribe a portion of the remaining bal- 
ance.

A PLEASANT RECEPTION TO THE REV. 
CHARLES W. WENDTH, ONE OF ITS ORGAN- 
IZERS. 

A reception was given by the Chicago Athe- 
nteum Saturday night to its organizer, the Rev. 
Mr. Charles W. Wendte, formerly pastor of the 
Fourth Unitarian—at present All Sainte’— 
Church, and now residing at Newport, R. I., 
who is temporarily sojourning in Chicago. 
About 150 friends of the establishment at- 
tended the reception, and it afforded an oppor- 
tunity for some of the organizers and first 
members—such as Judge Booth, William R. 
Page, and B. P. Moulton—to meet each other. 
Mr. B. P. Moulton, President of the Athene 
um, spoke a few words of welcome. A chorus, 
“Ye shall dwell in the land,“ by the sing- 
ing-class of the establishment followed, and 
was Very creditably executed. A pupil of the 
establishment, Miss A. J. Smith, read an essay 
on the objects and workings of the Athe- 
num and the i benefit of an ar- 
monious development of mind and body 
in general, as almed at by the school. Mr. 
Moulton gave a short review of the history of 
the Athenmum. The establishment, he said, 
was organized ten days after the fire in 1871 
at the house of Mr. Wendte on Wabash ave- 
nue. The organization was intended to be a 
society for the moral and intellectual improve- 
ment of young men on a broad the non-secta- 
rian basis. A course of lectures was arranged 
at different theatres by ministers of ali deuom- 
inanons. The name at first was the “ Christian 
Union,” but was finally changed to Athe- 
nwum.“ During the first few years, when Mr. 
Wendte was Superintendent of the institution, 
it assisted 10,000 people in the way of relief, 
with clothing, etc. As the means at the com- 
mand of the organizers increased the institu- 
tion expanded until at present time it 
includes all branches o nular education, 
together with musical instruction and a spa- 
cious gymnasium. The institution was at 
first in great distress for money, but the di- 
rectors managed to scrape some together and 
thousands of young men and women have left 
the institumon better equipped for the battle 
of life. At the time ‘che establishment was 
started the business-men had suffered too 
heavily by the fire to take great interest in a 
philanthropic institution. The work of cok 
lecting money and organiging the Atheneum 
was done by the Rev. Charies W. Wendte, who 
donated a large part of his time to this work. 
Mr. Wendte was introduced and the audience 
received him with applause. He said in sub- 
stance: 

“It gives me great pleasure to be among 
you tonight. I feel a great deal of interest and 
at the institution in the organization of 


ing 

and morality. It is in virtue, true piety, anda 
high standard of morality that the true wealth 
of a city consists. Cities that have had inex- 
haustible resources and unmeasured wealth 
have been given over to ruin and exercised 
but a slight influence on the world, because 
they neglected the high ideals of life. Chicago 
ought to learn a lesson from history and im: 
tate cities like Athens and Jerusalem 
and not such as Venice and the 
cities of Mesopotamia that flourished in wealth 
and luxury and then disappeared, leaving 
scarcely any effect on the course of human 
events and development. The eity should take 
pride in popular education and in making good 
men and women. It is very encouraging that 
there are people in Chicago who recognize that 
principle and that an _ institution like 
the Athenmum has so much vitality. 
The time will soon come when the merchants 
ot Chicago will put their bands in their pockets 
ana give the Atheneum a buliding of its own, 
and one worthy ofits work. The best way to 
bring that about is for the pupils to show the 
public that they are willing, active, and in 
earnest, and to prove what good can be ac- 
complished by popular education.”’ 

The teachers of the institution, he said, were 
the best in the city, and they were always 
willing to go outside of school-hours to assist 
their pupils. 

Messrs. Galvin and Moulton said the financial 
outiook at present was very promising. The 
institution for the last five or six months has 
been self-sustaining. Mr. Moulton had during 
the last week been bard at work, and as the 
result of it he handed Mr. Galvin a check for 
$2,620, which will more than cover the entire 
indebtedness of the institution, amounting at 
present to about $2,200.

Railroad men will be interested in the follow- 
ing syllabus on the charge by Judge Sage of 
the United States Circuit Court of Ohio in an

The term ‘‘baggage” does not include articles of 
merchandise intended for sa. or for use as sam- 
ples, and not designed for tne use of the passen- 
ger, and if tne passenger has such articles checked 
and received by the carrier as baggage, the carrier 
will not be liable for them if lost or injured, unless 
it was informed or was presumed to have known 
that the articles were merchandise, or unless it 
was the established custom or usage of the defend- 
ant to receive and transport them as baggage, or 
unless they were lost by the negligence of the de- 
fendant. But proof of the fact that a railroad car- 
rier habitually receives the checks and transports 
in its baggage-cars trunks known by it to contain 
merchandise makes out a prima facie case of cus- 
tom, and if the carrier relies upon the fact that it 
carries them as freight for hire, it must establish 
thas fact by evidence. 5

A MOST GENEROUS MAN. 

The simple notice is given in the papers that 
in a letter ne had requested his household to 
fulfil! certain known intentions of benevolence. 
I know not what they were. I know not the 
beneficiaries. I- merely have learned that the 
sum which in this silent and quiet way was de- 
voted reackes over $1,000,000, and it is proba- 
ble that only God and they that were execut- 
ing bis trust will ever know where they were 
on whom this golden shower fell. We have al- 
ways known him tw be generous, but none of 
us knew how good, how deep, how modest, 
how rich of heart he was until be had gone 
from us. He did not check his heilpfulness be- 
cause men were undeserving. His generos- 
ity was like the dew. It spre over 
vast spaces and nourished things beautiful 
and things homely; but like the dew it came 
down at night that no man might see the bene- 
faction. To the helpless and to those that 
needed bis encouragement, even though they 
were his rivais, thoueh they had spoken evil 
against him, their troubles disarmed all ani- 
mosity and brought him to their side. The 
cases are innumerable, but I know personally 
of one where one unworthy, and whom I know 
he held in great disesteem, when in great peril 
applied to Mr. Olafiin. He gave days and 
nights to him for the rectification of bis mis- 
takes and for the reéstablishment of bis pros- 
perity; and but for him that man would have 
been ruined long ago; and this was a man with 
whom he had no sympathy—the very antithe- 
sis of his own nature. There was, an absence 
of sordidness, an absolute want of envy, no 
jeaiousy; for, although he bad an ambition to 
stand high in the social world, he regarded 
others with ambitions also to stand high with 
good-fellowsbip, and when they wronged him, 
as they often strove to, he never returned evil 
for evil, but generosity for injury. 
Nor was he greedy. He pursued a 
legitimate business nobly, assiduously, 
rightly. and never turned aside from it. 
He never gambied nor sought speculative in- 
vestments all over the earth that his ends 
might be suddenly filled. Through all bis 
wide career it is not for me to say that he never 
was biased, never tempted more than he was 
able to bear, and that the line of his life was 
an absolutely straight line; that there were no 
crooks in it. He was aman of like passions 
with ali of us. He had his own infirmities and 
his own troubles to carry; but it may be said 
of him that he never lost, in the busiest period 
of Iris life nor any part of it, a profound re- 
gard for the great elements of right and wrong. 
He would not allow them to be confused. He 
knew what things were right and what were 
wrong, and it was heartily his purpose to do 
right ever more. Nor was he a man of pulse- 
less kindness, an indiscriminate kind of 
moonlight benevolence. He knew how to fal- 
fill the injunction ** Be angry and sin not.“ He 
never carried ire. Nor was he a man 
that would suffer injusticnn He had 
a hand that could be extended in great bene- 
faction, and that could be otherwise put forth; 


prosecute him and make bim pay, having al- 
ready compelled another honest and honorable 
man to pay large moneys rather than go 
through the trouble and loss and damage of a 
trial, they tried it on Mr. Claflin they got back 
their own teeth and their own claws, and that 
was all. He fought the Government at an ex- 
pense of not less than $50,000, conscious of his 
own right, when he could have corapromised 
for half the sum demanded. Not a cent,“ he 
said. For a quarter of it?” ‘*“Not a cent. 
“For a mere tithe of it?“ “Nota cent.“ 
Nothing—glory be to God. 

I may say I think with moderation that, mak- 
ing allowances for all the infirmities that be- 
long to men in the bodys, and in the whirl and 
storm of affairs as they are carriod on in this 
great modern Babylon, the general effect of 
his whole career was an effect of morality. 

A MODEL FOR YOUNG MEN. 

I think that he stands to the young men of 
this Nation as a witness that it is possible for a 
man to prosper and speak the truth: to do jus- 
tice: to restrain ali unmeasured and illicit de- 
sire of riches: that patience, industry, sagaci- 
ty, intelligence, believed in and steadfastly 
followed, lead to prosperity. Ah, it is a gospel 
of example that is very much needed. If I 
should tell young men that it was possible for 
them to prosper better by integrity than 
without it, they would say to me: 
“What do you know about it? Cloistered in 
the pulpit, you never have been out in the 
storms.” Therefore, when a man rises, and 
leads all other men in his day and generation 
in patient perseverance and prosperity, and 
leaves behind him the witness: 1 sought to 
reap every dollar cleanly and consistently. 
with sympathy and generosity — that is an ex- 
ample that the young men will be apt to be- 
lieve. . 

While Mr. Claflin was building his fortune, 
he was building bimself yet more. His life 
advanced and deepened. His life continued 
fruitful unto the end. Though abundantly 
rich, he declared that his business should go 
on, for more than a thousand men, to say 
nothing of other interests, would have been 
injured had that great machine ceased its revo- 
lutions. And at home, with undiminished 
gayety, with a laughing familiarity, with love 
of kindred, with love of children, with love of 
neighbors, with all the efflorescent forms in 
which his genius was accustomed to bestow it- 
self; yea, sitting at his hospitable board, in 
jest with the dearest one in life to him—hardly 
bad the sentence expired that conveyed some 
humorous thought than in a flash his end was 
come. No long, lingering sickness; the candle 
did not burn down in the socket; but with 
light still thrown out brieht, radiant, and un- 
diminished, so God crowned a most happy, 
energetic, and fruitful life with a most biessed 
termimation. The preparation that man makes 
for death he makes a great while before death 
wants him. Mr. Gaflin's whole life was a 
preparation. We give him up to God, and 
utter thanksgiving that he has been left to us 
80 long, and that his memory is so fragrant.

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The Rev. R Heber Newton Preached 
Upon This Theme to HisCon- 
gregation Yesterday. 


Purely Intellectual: Cultivation a Block 
in the Pathway of Moral and 
Religious Life. 


An Over-Refining of the Nature Not De- 


shown in his sermon last Sunday the true nat- 
ure and aim of self-culture, the Rev. R. Heber 
Newton warned tus hearers this morning 
against the seductive dangers which a purely 
intellectual cultivation placed in the pathway 
of the moral and religious life. In the cultiva- 
tion of the intellect, he said, there lies the 
danger of developing it beyond its due propor- 
tion, of making intellectual cultivation a sub- 
stitute for morality or religion, of turning a 
means into an end. There is a real danger 
which we may see all about us m men and 
women whose faithful self-cultivation has 
absorbed in the intellect the forces which, 
through it, were meant. to count into the life 
of the spirit; men and women, who, in becom- 
ing intellectual, have lost feeling, and ardor, 
and passion, and enthusiasm, bave come to 
think more of knowledge than of wisdom, and. 
in their devotion to truth, have turned aside 
from the altars whence arises the worship to 
good ness. 

Cuiture may bring about an over-refining of 
the nature in which strength is sacrificed to 
grace. You may polish the substance out of a 
fine gem; a blade may bave an edge put upon 
it which will be too fine for use. Blue blood 
must not lose too far the flush of the 
democratic red, or the microscope will 
reveal how nature punishes purism. Nothing 
will compensate for virility. Culture is con- 
stantly tending to such an overbreeding. Men 
grow fastidious and feeble. They flower 
into dilettanti. They become intellectual 
dudes. The great apostle of culture himself 
is not without a certain suspicion of this over- 
refinement as we meet him in his charming 
books. Such culture is weakness, and weak- 
ness is incipient vice. There is no finer 
Gothic than st. Owen of Rouen, but it is the 
beauty of the autumn of Normaa art. Culture 
may ensnare the moral sense iu the love of 
beauty. The beautiful) in itself is as divine as 
the true or the good. It 1s at heart essentially 
ethical and spiritual; but as even the religion 
of goodness has been again and again corrupt- 
ed and has become immoral, so the religion of 
beauty may degenerate into an irreligion and 
immorality. 

ART TOO OFTEN REBELLION. 

Art thus too often finds itself in rebellion 
against morality. The hunger of the senses 
may easily lapse into the lusts of the flesh. 
Beauty may fall from a priestess to a bawd. 
Italy repeats the story of Greece, and now the 
renewal of art in our age repeats the old tale. 
Swinburne finds a voice for passionate plea 
of the lovers of the beautiful against the re- 
straints of the moral sense and the bondage of 
religion. That charming apostie of the re- 
ligion of art who came to us not long ago, in- 
tent on converting us from the barbarism of 
trousers, while turning an honest penny 
wherewith to array himself so wonderously in 
the garments of the future, told us among 
his other counsels of wisdom that “we 
should never taik of a moral or immoral 
poem.“ Poems.“ he said, “are 
either well written or badly written; 
that is all. Any element ot morals or implied 
reference to a standard of good or evil in art 
is often a sign of a certain incompleteness of 
vision.” Shades of Aschylus and Dante, of 
Angelo, of Beethoven and Wagner, how little 
ye knew of art! Surely men like Rossetti and 
Swinburne must stand ashamed before such an 
enfant terrible of estheticism, who reproduces 
all their sensuality without their strength 
or grace. No oue need be caught 
in these backwaters of art who 
will keep his eye upon the great 
masters. Take Ruskin as your guide in the 
school of beauty, and you will be led safely 
through its perils. He will show you the 
hierarchy of the sacred trinity and lead 
you to see not the beautiful but the 
good. He will make you feel the con- 
straint of law evenin the realms of imagina- 
tion, and will discover to you the ethical nat- 
ure of the principles which govern archi- 
tecture, and sculpture, and painting. He wiil 
cause you to see that whenever in the pursuit 
of beauty the high ideals of the soul are discov- 
ered art begins to fail, and society to corrupt, 
and man to lose his life. Culture may yield 
one enough knowledge to confuse the moral 
sense and bewilder the soul's faith without 
leading on to the larger and deeper knowledge 
whion will reinvigorate duty and renew toe 
spirit’s trust. 

CULTURB’S FIRST EFFECT. 

The first effect of culture in its most popular 
form, scientific knowledge, isto unsettle faith 
and unchurch the souls of men. What house- 
hold can be so shut in as to shut’ out the day- 
light and keep beyond the doors the air of 
earth? The remedy of this moral and religious 
unsettling lies in a manful advance intoa 
larger knowledge. A littie learning is a dap- 
gerous thing, but a little more learning is a 
safe thing. Double the quantity of knowl- 
edge, and a doubt-genderer will become a faith- 
feeder. The higher up in the scale of human- 
ity a people stands the profounder is its hom- 
age to the moral law. The rash assumption of 
scientists discrediting religion and the 
rasher inferences of their followers 
disowning faith are already being called 
in for reconsideration. A revised science, 
while just as outspoken concerning dogmatic 
tneology, has pushed its insinuations against 
essential faiths of religion. God, the soul, 
immortality—these great faiths of man, the 
essence of religion, will grow upon him who 
carries his studies in science far enough, and 
his religion will rest upon nature itself. 
Culture, in seeking self-perfection, tends to a 
self-centredness which is, after all, but selfish- 
ness. In the lofty hunger for self-improve- 
ment one may lose all sense of the loftier hun- 
ger for humanity’s improvement. The woman 
who, with an earnest ardor, turns from socie- 
ty’s manities to literature, or music, 
or art, and who in the fine joys of 
thought and feelmg which her studies 
yield her finds no time to spare for helping 
her wretched fellow-creatures—the poor who 
suffer mutely in hunger, who pive in sickness 
in our dark tenements, who wailow in the mire 
of imbruted vice in a misery whose only sym- 
bol of joy is the rum-jug—this cultivated 
woman may be after all, induiging herself in 
the rare luxuries of the intellect and excusing 
her selfishness in the noble name of culture. 
There is no finer illustration in history ofa 
hunger and thirst after knowledge leading 
to asystematic and assiduous self-improvement 
than in the story ot Goethe. He pondered 
over the commonest facts which arrested his 
attention. He would get a learned man up in 
a corner of a drawing-room and suck him dry 
in an evening, whether it were body or mind, 
What words could have more fitly. closed such 
a life than his dying cry, **More light! More 
light!’ Yet how plain to all who are not en- 
slaved the Goethe cult the selfish of 
this ut man. His poetic nature Tound 
in the expression of love its néedful inspira- 
tion, and he worsbiped most ardentiy at the 
shrine of beauty. Yet he lingered at 
no one temple, but wandered from sbrine to 
shrine, justifying his looseness of conduct by 
the needs of his genius, never so far forgetting 
himself in the newest passion as to be carried 
off into marriage, cooily turning away when he 
found that he was too much absorbed, 
reckless of what hearts bied or broke behind 
him. Vastly below a coarse-faced Socrates 
must this Apollo find his place. Even forcult- 

aim—self-perfection—such  seifishness 
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come in in large numbers and with gratifying 
regularity, every skipper who has tried the et-

It is 
said that the service is a sure indicator of the 
condition of business, for the reason that 
when times are prosperous the receipts are in- 
creased; whereas, in times of depression there is 
a corresponding decline in the postal revenues. 
On this account, therefore, it becomes of inter- 
est to note the doings of the department as re- 
vealed in the mass of statistics prepared for 
the infurmation of Congress and the people.

part of the vessel with oakum, and then pour 
the oll upon it. The ofl can thus be econom- 
ically used, and will be well distributed as it 
drops slowly through the drain pi into the 
sea. In describing bis experience Capt. Kuhne 
of the steamship says that in April 
last he was caught in a gale which he feared 
his vessel could not survive. The waves were 
raking the decks from fore to aft, the steering 
gear became disabled, and de was absolutely 
helpless. He filled the closets and wash- 
bowls with oakum and poured ordinary raw 
linseed oil, kept in store for painting pur- 
poses, upon it. The oil was allowed 
to drip slow through the pipes into 
the sea, and its effect was felt at once. 
The waves no longer came with broken 
crests, but in long swells; the Vessel at once 
gained steerageway and rode as comfortably 
as possible under the circumstances. Capt. 
Kuhne states that he never before experienced 
such a heavy sea, and is now fully assured of 
the value of the use of oll during gales. 

Oil has been used successfully also by being 
hung over the gangwuys of vessels in ordinary 
sailors’ bags or gunny-sacks, 

When bags have not been convenient ordi- 
nary woolen have been used with 
wonderful success. Capt Black of the British 
ship Lord Kinnard was caught in a severe gale 
in the Baitic. He filled two woolen socks and 
bung them to the bumkins. The drippings 
from the socks soon reduced a heavy cross 
sea to a smooth swell, the sea no longer break- 


ing. 

Chief Officer J. P. Venement of the British 
bark Algeria reports that in September, 1884, 
be encountered a gale of burrican force which 
threw the vessel on her beam-ends. The 
heavy seas washed a portion of the deckload 
away. Some oll put in a and towed 
to windward with a few fathoms of line was 
— very useful in preventing the seas from 


aking. 

The German steamer Polynesia, from Ham- 
burg for New York, reports that she encoun- 
tered a heavy cyclone from the southward and 
eastward Aug. 10 last, and that heavy seas 
swept the vessel from stem to stern, carried 
away the companion batch,injuring several per- 
sons, and flooded the saloon with water. Capt. 
Kunne states as follows: ‘I decided to try the 
effect of oil. A tank of paint-oil was placed on 
the starboard side of the ship,and the oil al- 
lowed to leak out. The effect was marvelous.

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The leading fact in connection with the ope- 
ration of the postal service in Illinois is, that it 
is not only self-sustaining but returns eact 
year a handsome surplus to the department. 
This is caused principally by the tremendous 
business operations of the City of Chicago, 
which adds so largely to the annual revenue as 
to entirely overcome the deficiericy created in 
the rest of the State. Illinois is the only State 
west of the Alleghenies that thus pays its way, 
the only one of great extent in the same posi- 
tion, the remaining number being but seven, 


and they are the thickly-settled Eastern com- 
munities. Were it not for the vast operations 
in Chicago there would be the same large defi- 
clency in IIlinois common to the adjoining 
States. A glance at the statement relative to 
the receipts and expenditures wili clearly indi- 
cate the immense business carried on by the

sales of waste paper that accumulated in the 
post-offices brought in $2,806.87. By the way, 
this waste-paper business is a comparatively 
recent innovation—auother evidence of the 
reckless extravagance of Republican Adminis- 
tration, for it was not until the Republican 
party took the control of the Government that 
it was ever thought to collect this 
waste, bag it up, and sell it for the benefit of 
the Treasury. In former times it was con- 
sidered part of the perquisites of the Postmas- 
ter, but under the present system it returns a 
yearly revenue of nearly $30,000. 

In the account of expenditures the principal 
item is for the transportation of the mails, 
which cost in Illinois 81.250. 270.88. This ex- 
pense, it should be remembered, is not in- 
curred entirely for the benetit of the citizens of 
the State, but it is largeiy increased by reason 
of the expenditures made ‘ necessary for the 
carriage of the bulky through mails, in whose 
direct path IIlinois lies. 

There was paid to Postmasters as compensa- 
tion for their services $717,524.79, and for 
clerks in post-offices, fuel, and rent $552,052.66. 
The letter-carriers received $345,291.11 and the 


day of June. Before that date littie was done 
in the department in the way of changes be- 
yond the provision usually madg for what are 
termed office casualties. The First Assistant 
Postmaster-General, Hay, it will be remem- 
bered, was not in physical condition to assume 
the work of official heads man, although the de- 
partmental guillotine was at hand and in work- 
ing order. Since the present incumbent has 
taken his place the work bas been prosecuted 
with much more vigor, and the next annual 
presentation, as a consequence, will reveal a 
very different condition so far as the statistics 
connected with the Postmasters are concerned. 
But to the figures as they are offered. 

During the year thirty-seven new post-offices 
were established in the State, fifteen were dis- 
continued, and the name or site of fifteen 
changed. As to the Postmasters, 246 come un- 
der the bead of resigned or commission ex- 
pired,” twenty-five were removed or suspended, | 
and sixteen died while in office. The whole 
number of post-offices of all classes in the 
State 1s 2,188, an increase during the year of 
twenty-two. 

THE FREE-DELIVERY SYSTEM. 


A mostimportant branch of the postal es- 
tablisment is the free-delivery or letter-Oarrier 
system. Under the present law this service 
is limited to cities baving 20,000 inhabitants. 
or, in the event of a deficiency in population, 
to such piaces as have gross postal receipts of 
at least $20,000 a year. It has already been 
stated in this correspondence that Congress 
will be asked to reduce this limitation so that 
the benefits of the free-delivery service can be 
conferred upon towns of 10,000 people, pro- 
vided the postai receipts therein reach the sum 
of $10,000 annually. From the statistics fur- 
nished as to this service, it can be readily seen 
that the business and social correspondence 
carried on in the State is of vast extent. While 
the figures in the case of Chicago bave already 
been printed, it being one of the great postal 
centres, they are here reproduced, the purpose 
being to make the statement of Illinois postal 
matters complete under a different arrange- 
ment and with the informadon not at first fur- 
nished supplied. 

There are in Illinois nine cities provided with 
the free-delivery service, an addition of two 
since the last report; They are Chicago, 
Bloommmeton, Decatur, Elgin, Galesburg, 
Peoria, Quincy, Rockford, and Springfield. In 
Chicago there are 321 carriers in service, cost- 
ing the department, including incidental ex- 
penses, $297,759.62, an average foreach carrier 
of $928.22. The amount received from local 
postage was $452,103.26, leaving to the depart- 
ment, after the payment of all expenses in- 
curred on account of the free-delivery system, 
asurplus of $154,143.64. It is this surplus rev- 
enue in Chicago, which overcomes the deficien- 
cies in thesmaller cities, that places the free- 
delivery service in the State on more than a 
self-sustaining basis, and which justifies, in the 
interest of the growing and enterprising towns, 
the extension of the system contemplated by 
the department under the sanction of Con- 
gress. Durm the year the carriers in Chicago 
delivered from the mails coming into the city 
52,374,007 letters and 11,009,087 postal cards. As

The survey of this season was pro- 
jected upon the basis of the construction of a 
canal to be seventy-five miles in length from a 
point at or near Hennepin, on the Illinois 
River, to the Rock River at Colona. . This 
would connect the Mississippi River, via the 
Rock River, with the Lilinois & Michigan Canal. 


It provides for a body of water of a general 


depth of seven feet, and it proposes a uniform 
width of eighty feet for the canal, thus fur- 
nishing a water route sufficient in extent and 
depth to float fleets of the largest barges be- 
tween the Mississippi River and Lake Michigan. 
That portion of the line from the Illinois River 
to the Feeder Junction, a distance of twenty- 
five miles, is common to all the proposed tines, 
At this point the Marais d’Osier (Meredosia) 
line diverges to the northward, the other lines 
continuing nearly parallel to the fifty-seventh 
mile from the lIliincis River, near Colona, 


line surveyed this season have not yet been 
made up, and therefore cannot be given; but 
it may be said that the route is nearly the 
same as the main line to Rock Island, but that, 
for the reasons given, diffeulties of con- 
struction on the north of Green River are 
not so great, and the expense is therefore 
greatly reduced, making this route compare 
favorably with the Meredosia route in cost, 
while its superior, advantages from a commer- , 
cial standpoint are well known. . The estimat- 
ed cost of the Rock Island route, including 
feeder, is about $8,300,000, and of the Meredo-
